' much longer be deferred. The arena of 


war has become narrowed down tosuch 
limits as will speedily bring to. Bear the 
resources of strategy upon the doomed 
City of Sedition and compel its evacua- 


tion or the surrender o€ those, who at- 


tempt its defense, at the diseretion of 
Skerman’s victorious legions. 

In contemplating this probable con- 
summation we are naturally led to re- 
flect upon the retribution, terrible but 
just, which has followed and finally orer- 
taken this infamous birth-place of treason: 

From that prolific source have come 
all the political heresies which have ever 
seriously threatened the peace, or endan- 
gered the existence of the Republic. 
There rose the bigoted school of nullifi- 
ers, of whose mischievous creed John 
©. Calhoun was the able but misguided 
expounder, 

The serpent then spawned, whieb 
Andrew Jackson scotched but unfortu- 
nately did not kill, gradually grew iato 
the hideous monster, that afterwards 
reared. its hydra-heads all over the South 
in malignant rebellion.
